Camp  Week  for  Cadets  this  year.  We  have,  therefore,  had  to  forego 
ours  and  will  devote  the  time  to  work  and  more  Cricket  and  Tennis. 
We  hope  next  year  that  the  authorities  will  see  the  error  of  their  ways 
and  insist  on  a  week's  training  under  canvas.

The  Annual  Inspection  by  the  G.O.C..  M.D.  XL.  was  held  on 
lune  1st.  Brig.-Gen.  L  ^I-  Ross.  C.AI.G..  D.S.O..  was  accompanied 
by  Col.  Cv  Peck,  V.C.'  D.S.O. ;  Lieut.-Col.  H.  M.  Urquhart,  CAI.G.. 
li.S.O.,  A.D.C.  and  Lieut.  Bradbrooke,  R.C.M.G.  The  General  was 
received  with  the  "General  Salute,"  after  \\hich  he  inspected  the  Com- 
pany and  expressed  himself  as  being  more  than  pleased  with  the  turn 
out  of  all  ranks.  His  one  criticism  was  that  the  boys  ''keep  their  hair 
too  long."

Col.  Cy  Peck  congratulated  the  boys  on  their  turn  out  and  work, 
and  stated  that  he  did  not  think  that  there  was  any  Militia  Regiment 
in  Canada  today  which  could  do  the  work  any  better  than  the  boys 
had  done  it.  He  impressed  on  the  boys  the  value  of  obedience  and 
drill,  as  he  said  "good  drill  means  instant  obedience."

The  first  few  minutes  of  play  centred  around  the  half-way  line,  till 
our  f(jrwards  got  the  l)all  in  the  loose,  and  carried  it  up  the  field,  where 
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they  were  checked  by  the  opposing  three-quarters.  The  ball  was  again 
worked  up.  and  heeled  back  to  our  threes,  Cabeldu  i  getting  it.  and 
going  over  for  a  try.  The  attempt  to  convert  failed.  The  High  School 
were  determined  iu  even  the  score,  and  came  down  the  field  with  a 
rush,  which  wa-  \\ell  stopped  by  Lord  i  with  a  long  touch.  The  School 
forced  the  High  School  back  to  their  own  25,  and  gave  the  three- 
quarters  another  opportimity.  which  Cabeldu  i  seized  and  made  another 
try,  which  was  unconverted.  The  A'.H.S.  rallied  strongly,  and  got  the 
ball  into  our  25,  l)ut  two  free  kicks  against  them  soon  removed  anv 
danger  of  their  scoring.  The  whistle  for  half-time  prevented  the  School 
from  continuing  the  advance  they  had  begun. 

Following  U]i  a  long  kick-off,  the  X'.H.S.  got  the  ball  in  our  25,  and 
managed  to  get  the  ball  over  the  line,  but  Lord  i  was  on  it  at  once  and 
saved  the  try.  The  25-yard  kick  and  a  three-quarter  rush  brought  the 
leather  back  to  the  half-way  line,  where  it  was  scrummed  over,  and 
eventually  brought  into  the  High  School  25  by  good  kicking  on  the 
part  of  our  halves.

25,  where  it  remained  for  some  time,  until  it  was  cleared  into  touch  near 
the  half-way  line.  Backed  by  three-quarter  runs,  the  R.X.C.  forwards 
forced  the  play  to  otir  25-yard  line,  and  pressed  hard.  The  School  had 
just  got  together  and  was  starting  to  push  back  the  invaders  when  a 
free  kick  was  awarded  the  College,  which  fortunately  did  not  go  over 
the  bar.  The  Naval  College  were  gradually  forced  back,  and  for  qtiite 
a  time  the  play  was  very  even  arotmd  the  half-way  mark.  The  School 
forwards  worked  wonderfully  in  the  loose  scrums,  and  got  the  leather 
back  to  the  R.N.C.  25,  from  whence  it  was  soon  after  returned.

The  College  started  the  second  half  with  their  usual  rush,  and 
succeeded  in  ct)ming  dangercjusl}-  close  to  our  tr}-  line,  so  close  that 
the  ball  rolled  over,  but  our  ftill-back  was  there  to  see  that  no  score 
was  made.  The  School  followed  up  the  kick  in  great  style,  and  regained 
most  of  the  lost  ground.  A  free  kick  against  the  College  also  helped 
to  clear  our  territory.  The  R.N.C.  again  reached  our  25.  and.  after  a 
line-out.  one  of  their  halves  made  a  short  dodging  run.  going  over  for 
the  first  try.  The  convert  was  unsuccessful.  The  School  was  soon 
forced  back  again,  and  a  scruni  was  given  in  our  25.  A  free  kick  was 
awarded  the  College,  but  luckil}-  failed  to  get  over.

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A  LETTER  FROM  WASHINGTON  UNIVERSITY 

College  of  Forestry, 

University  of  Washington, 

Seattle,  Wask,  May   14th.   1922. 
Dear  Mr.  liarnacle: 

I  can  scarcely  imagine  that  twelve  months  have  gone  by  since  I 
last  wrote  you  a  letter  for  the  Black  and  Red,  yet  that  is  exactly  what 
has  happened. 

I  have  by  this  time  become  cjuite  absorl^ed  in,  and  also  more  or 
less  saturated  with  matters  pertaining  to  Forestry.  Price,  another  of 
the  Old  Boys,  is  in  the  same  boat  as  myself,  and  together  we  sail  the 
stormy  seas  of  a  college's  man  life  in  this  particular  subject.  Doug. 
Lennie  and  H.  R.  Goodrich  are  conscientiovisly  endeavouring  to  grapple 
with  some  of  the  problems  that  confront  a  Mining  Engineer,  while 
Shepheard,  the  newest  recruit  to  arrive,  is  dabbling  with  Electricity  ; 
a  very  appropriate  line  of  work  for  him,  as  Percy  is  a  verital)le  "live 
wire,"  to  say  the  least.  Then  we  had  Chadwick  with  us  for  about 
three  months  taking  the  "Short  Course"  in  Forestr}-  for  lumbermen, 
loggers  and  others.  Chadwick  was  so  impressed  with  local  conditions 
that  he  has  decided  to  come  l)ack  next  Septeml)er  and  enlist  for  the 
regular  four  year  course. 

This  completes  the  names  of  the  Old  Boys  who  have  attended 
Washington  during  the  school  year  now  drawing  to  a  close  ;  not  very 
many  to  be  sure,  but  that  is  to  l)e  expected,  as  it  is  only  natural  that 
Canadians  should  wish  to  attend  P)ritish  institutions  in  preference  to 
foreign  ones.  I  think  1  am  safe  in  saying  that  those  of  us  who  are 
attending  this  University  are  here  primarily  to  take  advantage  of  special 
facilities  offered  in  certain  lines  of  work,  particularly  Forestry  and 
Engineering.  These  two  departments  seem  to  attract  most  of  the 
Canadians,  especially  the  College  of  Forestry,  which  is  now  considered 
to  be  about  the  best  in  the  United  States. 

In  college  athletics  the  University  has  been  well  represented  in 
crew,  track,  basketball,  baseball,  ice-hockey,  wrestling  and  boxing.  The 
football  squad  (American  Rugby),  while  not  cjf  championship  calibre 
this  year,  displayed  plenty  of  tight  against  its  opponents.  In  ice-hockey 
we  played  two  games  with  the  University  of  British  Columbia,  winning 
the  first  game  in  Seattle  by  a  score  of  3  to  2.  The  return  game,  played 
in  X'ancouver,  was  a  draw,  each  side  scoring  one  goal  apiece.  Our 
most  spectacular  performance  was  in  rowing  when,  on  April  22nd  last, 
the  Washington  crew  defeated  California  by  ten  lengths  over  a  three 
mile  course  on  Lake  W'ashington.  As  a  result  of  this  victory  our  crew 
is  being  sent  East  this  summer  to  take  part  in  the  International  Regatta 
at  Poughkeepsie  on  the   Hudson  River. 

During  the  year  we  were  fortunate  in  being  privileged  to  hear  three 
distinguished  visitors  speak  at  the  University.  The  first  of  these  was 
Marshal  Foch  who.  upon  his  visit  here  last  Fall,  had  the  honorary  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Law  conferred  upon  him.  On  March  31st  we  were 
addressed  by  the  Rt.  lion.  Sir  Auckland  Geddes,  British  Ambassador 
to  the  United  States,  and  on  May  9th.  Sir  Robert  Falconer,  President 
of  Toronto  University,  addressed  the  student  body,  taking  for  his  sub- 
ject, "Canada  as  an  Interpreter  for  Piritain  and  America." 

I  do  not  know  that  I  have  anything  more  to  say  that  would  l)e  of 
general  interest.      If  there  are  an\-  cpiestions  that  any  of  the  boys  \\()uld 
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like  to  know  regarding  the   University.   1   would  be  glad  to  hear  from 
them.

THE  FIRE 


The  whole  School  was  fast  asleep,  and  had  l)een  f(_)r  some  three 
hours.  The  dormitory  across  the  way  had  terminated  a  successful 
dorm,  feed — everything  was  as  it  should  l)e. 

About  half-past  one.  the  cats  who  eke  out  a  scanty  living  from 
remains  of  tuck  in  the  locker-rooms,  suddenly  took  it  into  their  heads 
to  start  practising  high  jumping  at  the  door  in  the  West  House  which 
closes  off  the  stairs  from  the  hallway  outside  the  dormitories.  The 
noise  awakened  one  of  the  inmates  of  Xo.  3  dormitory,  and  aroused  his 
ciu'iosity.  When  he  had  awakened  properly,  he  smelt  smoke,  and.  by 
a  process  of  deduction,  came  to  the  conclusion  that  a  fire  must  have 
started.  He  was  unkind  enough  to  awake  a  peacefully  snoring  in- 
dividual, and  the  latter  confirmed  his  suspicions.  They  then  went  and 
aroused  the  Colonel,  who  slept  next  door,  and  informed  him  of  the 
fact.  At  first  he  thought  that  a  raid,  or  some  tomfoolery  was  in 
progress,  but  soon  realized  that  the}-  were  in  earnest.  He  sent  the 
poor  orderly  bugler  out  into  the  cruel  night  to  blow  the  fire-call,  and 
sergeants  went  to  awaken  the  blissfully  silent  domitories.  These  joy- 
killers  didn't  have  a  very  friendly  reception  :  everyone  thought  it  was 
a  very  weak  practical  joke,  and  accordingly  said  a  great  deal  and  threw 
slippers  and  boots  at  them.  When  the  fire-call  was  heard  we  thought 
it  was  just  some  stunt,  and  groused  at  it,  which  is  the  correct  thing  to 
do  under  those  circumstances.  However,  the  smoke  had  b}-  that  time 
reached  the  East  House,  where  we  were,  and  we  reluctantly  left  our 
beds.  Not  l^eing  able  to  locate  our  bath-robes  or  slippers  \\hilst  in  a 
semi-dormant  state,  we  went  downstairs  in  a  more  or  less  deshabille 
condition.  Half-way  down  stairs  we  were  met  by  an  order  to  remove 
our  "blues"  from  the  dormitories,  so  back  we  went,  and  remo\'ed  them. 
Then  at  last  we  reached  the  scene  of  the  conflagration. 

We  had  already  had  lots  of  fire  drills,  so  we  had  no  trouble  getting 
to  our  stations,  and  another  fellow  and  1  soon  reached  oin^  post  on  the 
ground  floor,  and  manned  the  hose  we  were  supposed  to  look  after.  Some- 
one had  already  attached  it,  and  started  up,  so  we  relieved  them.  We  had 
to  play  the  water  on  the  W'est  House  corridor,  and  on  the  staircase 
above  the  fitrnace  room.  The  fire  had  started  in  the  furnace  room, 
some  cordwood  which  was  stacked  too  near  the  furnace  catching  fire. 
The  fire  was  spreading  up  to  Nos.  3  and  4  dormitcjries,  Init  chiefly  to  the 
Masters'  bathroom.  We  two  were  (piite  warm  as  we  had  our  feet  in 
a  puddle  of  tepid  water,  and  the  smoke  was  pt)uring  all  around  us.      We

took  turns  at  holding;-  the  nozzle,  waiting  until  our  eyes  were  running- 
and  we  could  hardly  breathe.  We  kept  this  up  for  cjuite  a  time,  and 
it  didn't  disturb  us  much.  We  were  wondering-  if  the  ceiling  was  going 
to  drop  on  ovir  heads,  as  it  was  falling  in  large  slabs  from  time  to  time 
in  the  West  House.  We  were  just  inside  the  doorway  separating  the 
two  houses,  so  were  spared,  although  our  little  puddle  had  some  ruins 
floating  in   it. 

Whilst  we  were  Inisily  engaged  in  giving  the  blue  uniforms  that 
were  hanging  in  the  West  House  corridor  a  bath,  a  roll-call  had  been 
taken,  and  it  was  found  that  one  boy  was  in  the  sick-room,  asleep. 
Several  attempts  were  made  to  reach  him,  but  the  smoke  was  so  dense 
in  the  upper  hallways  that  it  was  impossible  to  get  through.  At  last, 
however,  he  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  atmosphere  was  rather 
disagreeable,  so  came  downstairs  of  his  own  accord.  Mr.  Knapton 
made  several  dashes  upstairs,  and  succeeded  in  turning  un  the  water, 
flooding  the  corridors,  and  making  them  less  lial^le  to  catch. 

The  East  House  not  being  threatened,  all  energies  were  directed 
t()wards  saving  the  West,  and  soon  trunks,  bed-clothes  and  all  sorts 
and  conditions  of  personal  Ijelongings  were  sailing  merrily  through  the 
windows,  many  of  which  were  not  opened.  The  smoke  around  these 
parts  was  very  dense,  and  the  boys  doing  the  work  had  no  pleasant  time. 

It  was  found  that  the  tire  could  be  better  attacked  by  bringing  our 
hose  over  the  covered  way  and  putting  it  through  the  Masters'  bath- 
room window.  The  latter  was  accordingly  smashed,  and  the  hose 
inserted.  The  fire  extinguishers  worked  well,  Irat  the  chemical  wagon 
was  worse  than  useless:    it  was  empty! 

Bv  this  time  hoses  from  the  Harvey  House,  which,  of  course,  did 
not  fit  the  School  House  hydrants,  were  being  held  in  position  b}- 
wretched  indi\-idual-  who  trickled  water  and  maledictions  from  every 
pore. 

The  fire  was  prett^-  well  in  hand  when  the  Saanich  fire  truck  came 
on  the  scene  in  answer  to  the  call  we  had  put  in  quite  a  time  previously. 
The  added  power  of  a  strong  jet  of  water  soon  i)ut  the  lid  on  the  fire, 
and  theie  wasn't  very  much  more  that  we  could  do.  I  took  advantage 
of  the  lull  to  put  on  a  i)air  of  dancing  pumps  and  a  white  sweater,  the 
only  things  I  could  lay  hands  on.  which,  coml/ined  with  ni}-  wet  and 
grimv  pvjamas,  made  me  feel  rather  queerly  attired. 

The  East  House  was  soon  told  to  get  back  to  bed.  We  were  glad 
to  do  so,  and  made  tracks  for  our  dormitories.  When  we  got  upstairs 
we  found  the  corridor  inundated,  so  helped  to  dry  it  up,  then  made 
for  bed. 

While  we  were  warming  uur  tries  on  the  radiators,  the  West  House, 
turned  out  of  bed  and  dormitories,  collected  their  more  or  less  dampened 
belongings,  and  went  over  to  the  Harvey  House. 

The  fire — now  well  stoi)ped — tried  to  etart  up  again,  but  was  quelled 
instantly.  The  firemen  rolled  up  their  hose  and  started  ofi:  for  home. 
Thev  got  stuck  half-way  up  the  front  drive,  and  took  some  time  to 
shake  the  mud  of  the  School  from  their  wheels. 

We  got  to  sleep  at  last,  and  very  shortly  after  awoke  to  a  lot  of 
work,  and  on  Sunday  at  that.      Still,  we  got  ofi'  Church  Parade. 

The  Gym.  looked  like  a  Russian  refugee  depot,  all  strewn  with 
bed  clothing,  shirts,  etc.  We  had  to  separate  all  the  messed  up  articles 
and    fix   things    up.       The    cleaning    u])    in    the    We-^t    House    was    also 
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attended  to.  Several  Ijlue  uniforms  han<jin_<^-  in  the  hall  were  badlv 
soaked,  and  as  we  had  to  parade  in  the  afternoon  for  the  Unveiling-  of 
the  Memorial  Tablets,  it  didn't  look  any  too  promising.  However,  the 
tailors  were  sent  for,  and  soon  fixed  them. 

There  were  .some  funny  thing's  unearthed  by  da\light.  ( )ne  fellow's, 
trunk  and  bedding-  were  thrown  out  into  the  coal-bin — the  coal-bin  was 
sprayed  with  water,  and  all  his  belongings  with  it.  There  was  a  won- 
derful assortment  of  grey-black  articles  all  over  the  coal,  and  there  was 
a  great  deal  of  bewailing-  when  things  were  found  all  around  the  place. 

The  pathways  around  the  Sch(jol  House  were  studded  with  tooth- 
brushes, buttons  and  other  small  things.  Socks  of  all  hues  added 
ccjlour  to  the  landscape. 

We  got  everything-  cleared  up  at  last,  however,  and  were  al)le  to 
look  upon  the  fire  a.s  an  unique  experience  of  our  school  days  at  L'.AI.S.

Stillness!  Absolute  quiet,  a  deathly  hush  I  One  would  almost 
believe  that  the  world  of  Conan  Doyle's  unfailing  imagination  had 
come  into  existence.  The  sky,  spread  dark  but  clear,  like  a  velvet 
canopy  over  the  breathless  earth.  Not  a  movement,  not  a  sound — 
when,  suddenly,  the  silence  is  pierced — a  long,  wailing  cry,  sharp  and 
beautiful,  shivers  and  quavers  through  the  air.  and  slowly  dies  away 
but  to  resound  again;  this  time  only  an  echo,  which,  however,  seenis 
to  be  nearer  to  us  and  to  touch  our  inmost  being,  as  the  reawakened 
past.

As  the  cry  of  the  \\-(jlf,  seeking  through  the  enveloping  shrouds  of 
night  for  his  niate,  had  abruptly  broken  the  quiescent  calm  of  Nature; 
so  had  the  cry  of  dying  souls  l)een  sent  forth,  echoed  and  re-echoed, 
and  had  awakened  to  life  the  activities  of  a  sleeping  nation.  Such 
was  the  result  of  the  sinking  of  the  Lusitania.  This  wholesale  murder, 
which  at  the  time  had  stirred  to  the  depths  the  blood  of  the  world,  had 
u])set  the  happiness  of  many  homes  and  had  pierced  the  veneer  of 
man}'  a  man's  personality. 

It  had  struck  to  the  heart  of  the  impenetral)le  Jim  Harwood.  for 
in  it  he  had  lost  the  only  friends  he  had  on  this  earth — his  sister  and 
h\<  brother.  A  young  lawyer,  somewhere  between  the  age  of  twenty- 
five  and  seven,  he  was  inclined  to  be  a  cynic  and  shunned  the  society 
of  his  fellow-men  ;  he  cared  little  for  what  men  thought  of  him,  knowing- 
himself  whether  he  was  right  or  wrong.  He  had  often  laughed  super- 
ciliously at  the  so-called  "social  set"  of  his  home  town.  At  the  receii)t 
of  this  terrible  news,  he  had  not  waited  for  his  country  to  answer  the 
call,  but  hastened  up  to  Canada  and  enlisted  there. 

After  a  few  months  of  training  he  had  gone  to  the  front.  There 
he  had  come  face  to  face  with  hiunanity  ;  there  he  had  seen  men.  men 
walking  hand  in  hand  with  death,  men  who  had  had  their  ambitions, 
who  had  started  on  their  careers  with  everything  before  them  and  who 
had  seen  all  their  ho])es  wrecked  in  one  short  second.  He  had  passed 
through  those  few  mijnths — each  years  in  length — fairly  soundly.  {{e 
had  come  out  physically  imharmed  and  with  his  philosophy  of  life 
entirely  changed. 
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When  lu"  came  hack  ever\thing-  at  first  seemed  weak  and  tame, 
hut  he  had  scxjn  overciMne  this  feehng-  and  had  entered  body,  heart  and 
soul  intcj  the  study  of  men.  that  he  might  be  all  the  better  htted  for 
his  professit'in.  lie  had  studied  all  classes  and  all  sects.  He  had 
entered  with  a  \im  into  the  society  life  of  the  town  ;  he  had  studied  the 
middle,  working  class  and  he  had  studied  the  societ}'  of  those  who 
made   their  li\ing  1)y   robbing  others. 

One  night  when  he  was  frequenting  one  of  the  underworld  dens, 
where  the  members  of  the  latter  met  to  plot  and  plan,  something  hap- 
pened which  proved  to  be  the  turning  point  of  his  career.  He  was 
sitting  obscurely  hidden  in  a  dark  corner.  ol>serving  the  vicious  life 
going  on  around  him.  when  his  attention  was  attracted  to  a  game  of 
cards  at  the  far  end  of  the  room.  The  play  seemed  to  be  fairly  exciting 
bv  the  expressions  on  the  faces  of  the  participants.  One  was  apparently 
a  seafaring  man.  another  was  a  common  waster,  the  third  was  a  young 
man.  not  much  more  than  a  boy,  about  nineteen,  and  across  from  him 
sat  one  of  those  men  who.  to  look  at.  make  us  shrink  and  shudder — 
a   common   card-sharp. 

vSuddenlv  there  was  a  shout,  a  curse,  the  table  was  overturned,  and 
the  boy  and  the  card-sharp  were  standing  face  to  face.  They  were 
immediatelv  surrounded  by  a  crowd  of  onlookers,  with  Harwood  in 
their  midst.  The  boy  accused  the  other  of  cheating,  at  which  they 
had  come  to  blows.  Harwood  wedged  himself  to  the  front  of  the 
crowd.  No  sooner  had  he  got  there  than  his  quick  eyes  had  perceived 
the  flash  of  steel.  Reason  left  him.  he  returned  to  the  primitive  beast 
of  bloodv  war.  Quickly  he  had  drawn  his  revolver,  which  he  always 
carried  with  him  on  his  underworld  expeditions.  Then,  a  flash — a  shot 
— in  a  second  everything  was  over,  and  Harwood  was  left  standing- 
alone,  with  a  smoking  pistol  in  his  hand.  Then,  and  not  till  then,  did 
his  senses  return  to  liim  and — he  fled,  conscious  only  of  one  thing,  of 
having  done  right,  of  justice  done.  'T^revention  is  better  than  cure" 
rang  in  his  mind. 

A  fugitive  from  justice,  he  had  several  hours  to  himself — hours 
of  uninterrupted  rumination  with  his  own  conscience.  In  one  of  these 
it  abruptly  flashed  upon  him  that  it  was  a  cowardly  thing  he  was  doing. 
He,  a  soldier  who  had  many  times  faced  worse  than  death,  to  flee  from 
justice.  He  must  answer  the  call!  Always  a  man  of  action,  the 
thouo-ht  had  no  sooner  come  to  him  than  he  l)egan  to  carry  it  out. 

He  returned  to  the  city  and  gave  himself  up  to  the  authorities. 
There  followed  davs  of  anxious  waiting  until  he  should  be  summoned 
before  the  court.  '  The  fact  that  he  had  killed  another  man  did  not 
seem  to  worrv  him;  he  himself  knew  that  he  had  done  right.  At  last 
the  dav  came  and  he  was  led  into  the  prisoner's  lx)x. 

The  courtroom  was  crowded  with  people  he  had  met  in  the  last 
few  months.  peoi)le  who  had  been  proud  to  call  him  their  friend,  but 
wluj  now  looked  at  him  with  scorn.  The  judge  he  had  met  at  his  club, 
an  austere  man.  devoid  of  pity;  the  jury  on  his  right  he  knew  to  l)e 
twelve  men  sworn  to  put  aside  all  prejudice.  The  cross-examinations, 
at  last,  were  over  and  the  jury  had  adjourned.  They  soon  returned 
and  pronounced  the  verdict  of  •'Guilty,"  with  recommendations  c^f 
leniency  to  the  judge.  The  sentence  was  pronounced — ten  years  ui 
imprisonment  with  hard  labour.  He  had  been  prepared  for  worse,  so 
it  was  not  an  overwhelming  shock  ;  besides,  he  left  no  one  behind  him.
